Wages depond on Qemand; tho 
moro workers sought tho higher 
their pay, If employers liave raw 
materials free of tariff tax, thoy 
mako more goods and niust attract 
workers to co-operato with them by 
increasing the wages. Whatever 
stimulates enterprise increases do- 
inand tor workers, and henco raises 
wages lad duties been reduced àt 
the close of the war in. 1805, wages 
would now be relatively higher than 
ever before, becauso freer enterpriso 
would havo increased demand for 
workers. Wages in England are 
now double what thoy were in 1819, 
under tantitax, Onrhigh tariffs of 
1R2i-33 and 1812-6 wero so dis- 
astrous to business that JHenry 
Clay, tho great pretectivo orator, 
urged reduction. Between 1830—-GU, 
under a revenuo tari, wages iv-e 
creased sixty per cent, Detween 
1850-50, under ligh-tariff, wages 
increased only twenty-two por cent, 
Wages in freo trado England aro 
higher than in European nations 
whero tariff throttles enterprise. 
Wages aro higher here than in Eng- 
land (not on account of tavit but in 
spito of D E because wo haye 
more land, peoplo turn to farming 
unless other pursults pay better; 
2nd, beeauso raw matorinls aro moro 
aecessiblo and abundant, 3d, bo- 
canse better means of living, bright- 
er prospects give our laborers great.

abling them to produco much mors, 
and lieuco get moro pav, than work- 
ers im older nations, — "l'ho most vig- 
orous of foreign populations como 
here, freed fom standing armes and 
other fope-destroyimg | conditions 
which burden those who remain. 
Swifter machinery hero increases 
tho productivo power of labor and 
raises wages. Jh l2urope nails ave 
dono by hand, the poor workman 
making only a few pounds per day; 
here, by aid 0o: machines, ono man 
makes over two kegs a day; his 
wages nre more, but nails cost less, 
Here a cottonesplnner works up 4,- 
360 pounds a year; in.

When wil mankind uro brothe '- nn examination of the reports of 
many industries in this country will 
show “that there is no such thing as 
an Americau rato of wages” In 
tho manufacture of agricultural im- 
plements a blacksmith gets fifteen 
per cent, more in Illinois than in In- 
dianà, a painter nearly seventy per 
cent. more in Penngylvania than in 
Maine, In tho boot and shoe indus- 
try a buler gets $2,50 in Pennsyl- 
vania, and only $140 in New York. 
A Lbuttonhole-maker in Pennsyl- 
vania if a woman, gets seventy-eight, 
cents, while New York pays &l.of, 
To heelers. New York gives &2.50 
and Massachusetts only 51,72, Yet 
Massachusetts pays her packers 1,05, 
whilo Now York neglects hers with 
a cold &1.8U. 

So when wa come to tho table. of 
cotton goods, wo tind Great. Britain 
pays mulzspinuers x1.57, Massa- 
chusetts $1,275, and Vermont only 
*1.20, and that the avorage rato of 
wages paid in the cotton iesu n 
Great Britain is &1.07 por day, while 
in Vermont it is only $1,15. . 

In a recent speech in. the United 
States Senato Senator Sherman said 
that he was iu “favor of a policy to 
bring about international exchanges 
of the frcest character," possible be- 
iween the United Statea and Cana- 
da, "The reason hé alleged was tho 
celoso iutercourse between Ohio and 
Ontario. Yet Mr. Sherman knows 
that wages are lower in Canada than 
in the United States. Nenator Fry 
sa, | that labor is not half as well 
paid in Canada as in Ohio. "l'he 
minority report on thè Mills bill de- 
nounced that measure because it in- 
cluded mnong articles to bo put on 
tho free list some of the raw mater- 
ials in which Senator Sherman wants 
the freest possible trade, for tho 1e2- 
sog that Canadian labor was paid 
but little more than half as much as 
Americau labor employed in the 
samo industries, But when Ohio 
wants to exchange her manufactur- 
ed articles dor the raw materials of 
Ontario, Iumber, minerals, eto, even 
though those materials to some ex- 
tent aro produced in that State, tho 
"pauper labor” talk is conveniently 
omitted, Thero is really nothing in 
it. 

It i» the cost of production that 
determines our ability to compoto 
in our own markets or in foreign 
markets. It is not a question of 
wages, Give us cheap raw materi- 
nl, reduce. the cost of production, 
nud American manufaeturers will 
pay higher wages than they now do, 
and compete with the manufactur- 


was tlie eame; that for tho sime sum 
of money tha same amount of work 
was everywhero performed.” 

Wages are no criterion of the 
cost of production, 

Thoe reason that wages havo m» 
creased in this country is tLat the 
productivo power of labor has in- 
creased, H tho tariff were removed 
the cost of the material and the cost 
of production would be lowered and 
wages would be raised, Francis 
Walker says: “That as a general 
rüle low cost of production is ac- 
companied by high wages to the 
workingman,” Considering the qual- 
ity and value of American Jabor and 
tlie natural resources of this coun- 
try, wages ought to be higher here 
than they are; and would, bo, if. the 
tarit did ot constanly cripple in- 
dustry. 

JO B. Sargent, of New Havem 
Conn., a hardware mannfacturer of 
thirty years exporience, who employs 
two thousand men and whose fac- 
tories,cover twelvo acres of ground, 
after personal investigation during 
a recent tour of the world, says: 
“My observátion has tanght mo that 
the greatest obsinolo to American 
competition is tho high price of our 
raw material, "Take olf tho duty 
and we will send our goods evory- 
where. Wages would increase lere 
under such a systemi rather than bo- 
como lower," 

Mr. Sargent says that it is m low 
grades of goods requiring a largo 
proportion of raw material that the 
British manufacturer bolds his own 
in tlie, markets of tho world, to 
Bays that with goods requinng 
the least raw material and the great- 
est amount of labor he could com- 
pete with eveu tho liritish factories 
in the same line, and most certainly 
with the German and French. The 
daily output of produet of Mr, Sar- 
gent's factories is now fifty tons. 
With raw material free of duty he 
is confident he could increase his 
daily output to four times that quane 
tity, Mr, Sargent says that'by per- 
sonal investigation ho found in tho 
higher grades of manufacturing 
wages higher in Europo than in this 
country, 4. e, ho found Jabor there, 
valucd by its product, better’ paid 
than here, The value of the pro- 
duct of European skilled labor 19, 
ho declares, but one-half that of 
American labor. Mr. Sargent is one 
of thoso Intelligent employers who 
sees that labor is only ono of the 
factors of production and tuat tlie 
other principal factor, materias, is in 
most cases vastly more costly hero 
than in any other manufacturing

ch idden in a friendly way because we 
do rot devote more time and space toa 
presentation of the facta iuvolved in the 
80-called criminal prosecutions to which 
tbe editors and publishera of. this paper 
have been (and still are) euUjected. 

Drietly as possible, then, I would say 
to nl! who may feel a kindly iuterest in 
tho matter, tbat ip L'ebruary, 1887— 
nearly two years ngo—warrants were 18- 
sued by tlie Federal authorities 1n Kan- 
sas for tbe arrest of. M. Harman, senior 
editor and publisher of Lucieer, nud 
also of E. O. Walker, the juntor editor, 
and G., S. Harmav, thon jantor pab- 
lisher, charging thom with tho ofonse 
of sonding obsceuo literatura turoagt 
the mails. -the penalty for wbicb offensa 
is a “tne of not less than. one hundred 
nor more than five thousand dollars, or 
imprisonmont nt bard labor not leas 
than one oar nor more thnn ten years, 
or both, ut. the discretion of tho court." 

These warrants issued from ‘Topeka, 
tho capitalo? the stato, and in accordance 
therewith we were taken from our busi- 
ness, not sllowod eyen to g> home for 
supper—taken by night train to Topeka 
aul arraigned before Com missioner 
Wilson for examination, Acting upon 
the nåvice of onmnsel, David Overmyer, 
(one ofthe most eminent lawyers in tho 
stato) wa walvel ernmiuntion —giving 
bail in tke sum ot $1500 for our appear- 
ance at the April term of the U, S, Dis- 
trict court, Judgo Foster presiding. 

When that timo arrived we pat in our 
appenrance, but were told that nu henr- 
ingof the casa would then be had be- 
cause of “lack of nppropriations,”" 
Again we eutered boade, with threo 
“aufticiont boudamen," to appear atthe 
specinl term in July at same place, 
Again wo were put off; thijs time on ac- 
count of "extreme hoat” ot the weather. 
Giving bonds for the third time we were 
told to appear nt Lisavensworth: in Octo- 
berofthat yeac, Prompt to time sand 
place we waited several days and were 
then told that we could. go home, and if 
wapted they would gend for us. About 
a weok after the adjournment of the 
Lenvenworlh court we wore oflicially 
informed that !ive sepnrate issues of 
LccirgR had been indicted by the U. S. 
grand jury, the joint aud several indict 
ments against theo thres defendnnts 
footiug up n greand total of only two 
hundred andacveaty counts. Again aud 
forthe fourth tims we went to Topeka to 
renew bonde before the Commissioner 
nforesaid. 

At tbo April. ('S8) term our counsel 
moved to quash tho indictment against 
us on the ground that the epecifio arti- 
cles complained of were not sot forth in 
ihe said indíctments. Aftor a rome- 
what prolonged contest over this tnotion 
it waa eustained by the judge; and thus 
our ense was thrown out of court, 

RE-INDIUTED, 

Ilero wo Lad reason to suppose, tho 
mattor would be allowed to rest, But 
noten. The edict had gone forth. from 
the self constituted oonsocs of the press 
and mails whose headquarters and 
obiet urganization are in New York, nnd 
whose iuepiriog genius nud principal 
agentia one Autlhony Comstock, and 
whose ehief western agent is. known as 
Charles Stratton, “R. M, MoAteo," (with 
severnl other nliueos) of. St, Louis the 
ediot had gone forth. from this tribunal 
that Lucirks must be suppressed, and 
its publishers placed behind prison bars. 
Without nu hours delay, ro we are 
eredibly ioformed, after the first indict- 
ments were quaslied, the machinery was 
sot in motion (o secure n reindictment 
upon tho same charges. 


A HEMONSTRANCE, 

Hearing that euch was tho intention of 
the prosecutora at this end of the line we 
thonght it proper and. legitimate to na> 
certain the opinion and wishes of the 
community in which'was live, in regard 
to the matter. Accordingly a remon- 
strance against re-indictment was cir- 
culated and signed by more than one 
hundred citizeua of Valley Falls and vi- 
cinity-—inoluding a majority of the city 
oficials hod of. the prominent men of 
business. This remonstrance was oar- 
ried to l'roseouting Attorney Perry, but 
if presented by him to the jury it had 
uot the intended efecr,  Whetber 


McAfee had access to the fury room at 
Topeka we did not learn, but were in- 
formed that it was probably due to his 
presonce at Leavenworth that the firat 
indictments were found against us. 
However thie may be, four of the orl- 
ginal five issues of the paper were re- 
indicted by the Topeka jury—the num- 
ber of counts footing up n total of' two 
hundred and sixteen~=soverally, and 
jointly. 

To make aure of conviction this timo, 
tho attorney ordered the indicted arti- 
cles to be printed for the use of tho 
court and jury, azd they are now on file 
in the commissioner's office. 

Once more we were summoned to give 
bond for appearance at the fall term to 
be holden nt Leavenworth, but before 
the arrival ofthedey named forthesitting 
of the court wo received notification that 
an arrangoment had beon agreed upon 
betweon tho prosecutors and Mr. Over- 
myer (who was nt thai time engaged in 
a holly contested canvass for nsent in 
Congress) by which  sgreement the 
Valley T^alls cases were to stand ever till 
April, '89, 

Thus it will be seon that through. no 
fault of oura this prosecution has Leeu 
allowed to drag its slow [length along 
from term to term for nearly two years, 
to the great annoyance of all concerned-- 
mvolving very serious loss ot time from 
our business, besides expenses of traval, 
board at lhotele, cost ot correspondence 
by letter and telegraph, etc, ote The 
total amount of loss to business in dol- 
lars and eents, can only be conjectured, 
to eay nothing of injury tohealth caused 
by mental worry and by excessive labor 
devolving upon us in cousequence of the 
prosecutíons. 


nEPUHLICATION, 


In response to the demand of the gen- 
eral publie to know the real facts upon 
which these indictments are based, the 
offending articles have all been repub- 
lished 1» Lvcirzr during the past six 
months-—some of them in lentlet form 
for gratuitous distribution. And in 
order that the liberty of no ono but the 
writer of there lines might bo put in 
jeopardy by thia act of republication the 
names of the junior editor and junior 
publisher were previously withdrawn 
from the management of the paper. 

An examination of[the indicted arti- 
cles will, a3 we confidently [believe, con- 
vince nny unbiused (render ihat theso 
prosecutions partake largely ot the na- 
tureof persecutions. Tho article that 
most excited the ire ‚of the prosecutora 
was A vigorous and manly protest by one 
of our correspondenta against the evils 
inherent in our church-state marriage 
Byetem. k

Acting upon the advice of friends, 
espocially that of the membera of the 
National Defense Association, of which 
association D. W. Chamberlain and Dr. 
3. B. Foote jr.. ot Naw.York'aro Treas- 
urer nnd Becretary, we opened a sub- 
scription for donations to help defray 
tho expenses of this dofensive figbt for 
free speocch, freo press, freo discussion, 
nnd for a purer'and higher morality iu 
sex.relations, Several hnndred dollars 
have boen contributed to thia fund which 
havo been oxpended gs follows;

ln closing this seemingly long yet 
really condensed resume ot the history of 
LvcirEns fight for existence during the 
past two yenrs, I would simply eay that 
while we ask fcr nothing as a oirr or 
outright donation to LucirER. we earn- 
estly ask nll who feel that our fight is 
tbeir Bpht, to nid us by purchasing 
books of na and by helping to extend 
the cireulation. of. Lucieen and Fair 
Play, WYbhile most sincerely thanking 
all who have nobly come forward to help 
in this contlict, by money or intluence 
the eimple fact needs to be stated that 
more money is necessary fo carry for- 


ward this struggle to a^eucceestul issue. 
We have several hundred. dollara worth 
ot excellent books nnd pamphteta that if 
sold would put the meuns in our bands 
to “cerry the war into Africa," eo to 
speak, now tkot war has been forced up- 
on ug. 

"Whether we are convicted nnd senten-

make such prosecutions possi ble.

One of the saddest of all tlie sad oo- 
currences that have taken placoin Valley 
Falls eince I havo known the town ie tho 
suiode of Mrs, Xroamer, wife of Jona- 
than Kreamer, an old and much respoct- 
edceitizen. On Friday morning last Mrs. 
Kreamer cub her throat with a razor, 
dying in less than an hour afterwürds. 
For some woeks her mind seemed wan- 
dering nt times, but none of her friends 
supposed that she  meditated self- 
destruction. The causa of lier mental 
aberration is belleved to have been the 
loss of her children, the last of whom 
died some three months ago. 

Mrs. Kramer was a Christino, a mem» 
ber—it is understood- -of the Lutheran 
church. It may be true, as Rov. Talmage 
asserta, that *Infldehty" is tho causo of 
the prevalent tendeucy to suicide, but of 
thetwo unfortunales at Valley l'alls 
wbo have taken their owu livea sincal 
have lived here, neither were Intidels, or 
unbelievers in Olristiamty. 


l?or several months past, a. somewhat 
lively discussion has been going onim 
the local papers in regard to the closing 
of the school-house in district, No. 921, 
against meetings for free discussion. 
From all that wo can learn the opposi- 
tiou to the meetings baa no other cause 
than partizan hate and relgioua-- 
that is to say, Ohristian bigotry. The 
meetings held in the house on Sunday 
afternoons during the past eix months 
were in posense pariizan or exclusive, 
They were not held ip (he interest of 
any sect, creed or ism. A!l were freely 
invited aud granted an equal share of 
privileges, T'he house had often been 
used for Christian Sunday school pur- 
poses, without the slightest objection 
being made thereto by the Freethinkers 
of tbe neighborhood, who had really 
done more than tha Christians toward 
building the house and maintaining the 
publie school But reciprooity, equality 
ot privileges, fair play, is no part of the 
average Christian's creed, and so through 
“waya that were dark and tricka" that 
were inoffably menn, the Christian ole- 
ment secured the closing of. tho school 
house against free discussions, No pre- 
iense was made tbutthe meotings were 
injuring the houso or grounds in 
any way. 

That such  tlings ure — possible 
(legal?) in Kansas 1s proof. positive that 
our boast iu regard to religious freedom 
or toleration is an empty one; or more 
plainly epeokina, that it is a delusion, a 
fraud, a monumental lie. It ehowa that 
religious bigotry is now as venomous as 
in the palmy daya ot its supremacy over 
civil Jaw, and that it is striving to regain 
ihe power to crush sceplicism, or infi 
delity to its creeds, through statutory 
legislation. 

As a specimen paragraph showing the 
Christian animus in this mattor we give 
tho following from a Jate issue of the 
Valtey Falls Register: 

Oh say, Comet, armt you about through 
with your euy About shutting up the school 
house? You were beaten, and you shoul 
tako it likoa littlo man, Herois ouriyooum, 
you louve out your tad eios, intidelity, tree 
love. anarehy, individuni governmoni and 


the Lord only knows what else, Como and 
wo witi do you good, 


The writer of this charaoteristio paras 
graph signe himselt " Kohl Rabi,” and 
is a well-known farmor living in an ad- 
joining dietriot to No. 91. "Comet" is the 
nom de plume of. the chief organizer of 
the meetings for free discussione, Hoe ja 
neither an "anarchist," "free lover" nor 
“individual governmentalist, ia the 
senso in which those words nre com- 
monly understood; but he believes in 
the equal right of nll men. to bə heard 
ou nll questions of human — interost, 
which right Kobl Rabi most evidently 
15 not willing to accord to thoao who dif- 
fer from bum., inthis ho is a consistent 
theologian of the self-styled orthodox 
pattern, In his eres disbelief ın Chris. 
tianity is a “bag ein;" to oppose the en- 
slayemest of woman in the sex-relation 
jan baden. To advocate eelf-govern- 
ment is another bad pin, He aske "Comet" 
to*lenveout" all ench bad sins,come to lig 
*]ycoum," sit quietly, liaten. attentively,

Now, I hhppen to know this Kobl Rabi 
to be a kind neighbor and. good citizan, 
generally speaking, and if he were not 
ns good a Christian as he is would 
doubilees be a good and fnir-minded 
man in all roepecte, But no man cau bau 
consistent Christian and nt the same 
time do unto cthera as he wouldlike to be 
dono by. Pity that Kohl Rabi was not 
born some hundreds of yenrs ngo,when it 
was fashionable to haug or burn here- 
tics, infldele, unarchíste, ete, How it 
wonld have gladdened hie good Chris- 
tian beart to help roast. “Comet” over n 
slow fire, as Oalviu did Servetus, to pun- 
ish hin. for bis "inflielity" and other 
“had eins,"

Erpericeneces of One ot Then, 

As your little Liant-Braner shods 
more light in proportion to its eize than 
any sheet that reachos mo, I like to oo- 
casionally say a few wórdsto its rend. 
ers, I bavo provod true from experi. 
ence what you say aUout legislators, 
Having spent much time in Washing- 
ton, and having been a citizen of eight 
states m the Union and held state oflicea 
in three, I believe I am a coupeteut 
witness, Being rogistered as oneo? tho 
fathers ot of Wisconsin I know that my 
radicalism, more than auy ono "member 
of its Arst constitutional convention held 
in in 1846, lœxl to the defeat of its firet 
constitution, mainly from a provision 
that secured to married women the 
title to property that. came to them 
from other parties than their husbands; 
but as one of the six membersot the 
first tuat went back, I had a sent in the 
next, and the journal shows that I did 
atull shuro of the work in tbat, and 
whore I secured equal righta to all per- 
sons without regard to their opinions on 
religone subjects. I thon went into the 
State Senate and we secured homestend 
exemption and {be proporty rights of 
married women which defeated tho first 
conetitution, and it has Laen strength- 
ened since and ndopted in most of tlie 
states; but I found myself amung a set 
of political cut.thronte, instances of 
which still lingar in my momory, and I 
soon moved out of the stnte, but not 
till I had called (be first Free Soil con- 
vention and assisted in organizing & new 
party and helped to nominate John P, 
Hale, ia Pittsburg, in 1852. 

My noxt effort in political work wae 
1n Missouri in 1872, when 1 was on the 
electoral ticket for Horace Greeley and 
held an electoral vote for hım when he 
died aud that hope failed, and I worked 
with the Greenbaekers after that. In 
18791 waa elected by them and the 
workingmenu to n seat in the state sen- 
nte of Californian in tlie then 4th dis- 
trict, beating both the old parties, nnd 
held my seut through three sessions in 
1880, '8L and '82, and ran in '82 as 
Greonback candidate for Congress for 
the Stata at Large-—which closed my 
political career, as I returned to the 
enst aftor six years residence in Cali. 
tornin. 

Whilein the sonate of that stato I 
succeeded in workiog tbrough a land 
limitation bill, but it alarmed the land

judges aud fading that it was cousti- 
tutional and would be law it passed and 
eigned, they got two senatore, botu 
elected by the workingmen, to change 


djtheir votes and reconsider and kill it, 


and I found it was no usato work for 
rotforms with euch help. — But Ihad the 
pleassurein the joint session of nomie 
nating Henry Georgo (then a citizen of 
that state) for U. S. Senator and getting 
him one vote besides my own. Of 
course Isaw how useless was my effort 
at reform, aud. was disgusted and left 
politics. 

I bayo said this and could say much 
more as proof that you ara right in your 
estimate of legislators, I took up my 
pen not to write tka above bat to tell 
how easy it is for Jay Gould and sucu 
men to become millionaires without in- 
veetipg a dollar for the fortune, and how 
easy it was for him to do as he was re- 
ported to have eaid he wonld do, f ca 
spend one million dollars to *defent 
Gresham. And now, of course, he and 
other monopolista are happy, as they 
hare got their man, 

But how to make millionnires— Gould's 
Western Union telegraph with 888,000,000 
of stock and n plant that cost $35,000,000, 
leaves 861,000,000 based on nothing nnd 
would make 61 millionaires. Aetho board 
can charge those who use it enough to 
keep tbe stock at par, of course the 
watered stock is aa good as any, 

What can be done to prevent such mo- 
nopoliee and frauds go long as they can 
control both nominating conventions 
and elections? T do not see the remedy 
very near ne, WARREN CHASE.

Tbe colooy bnveeecured two thousand 
acres of agricultural and grazing land 
jn the foot hilla of the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains, 1n Tulnre county, and aboul 
four thoueand;aeree of the finest timber 
in the “Giant Forest," "so called from 
the marvelous azo ot the trees and its 
immeneo aren,’ 

The agricultural Iands nre contiguous 
tothe forest. "Ihe soilis light and easily 
worked, and will produce olives, oranges, 
Rrapes, npplee, peachee, peare, plume 
Rod every kind of fruit, vegetable or

The deed of settlement of joint stock 
compapy, directa that "each stockholder 
sball contribute, to tha common stock 
$200, of' which nt least $100 must be iu 
lawtut money, the balance may be paid 
1n labor or acceptable material.” 

Membership sball commence upon 
the payment of. tbe first ten dollare of 
the amount of. capitalization. * * 
Members will be given the opportunity to 
pay their capitalization of 8500 by metall- 
ment, But these installments must be 


paid at the rato of not Jess than 85.00 
per montb, Every membor shall be re- 
quired to render value ım either labor, 
mouey, material or servíces for every- 
thing he or she receivoa from the colony. 

No person shall hold more than one 
certficnte cf membership and certitl- 
cates nre not transferable witbout the

AN land, buildings stock, crops, ma- 
chinery, warehouses, toole, stores and 
other properly, except private dwellings 
and personal effects nud hereditaments 
of members contained therein, aud 
other gooda and chattels particularly 
specified as exempt, by the company, 
shall be held i in common by the sbare- 
holders," "Thecolony shali keep a store 
for tle convenience of its members, at 
which all articles of necesmty cnu be 
purchased by tbem with the labor time 
checks provided by tho colony.

The administration is democratic, the 
supreme authority ie in the membership.
